of an American banker. 


After four weeks of discussion, the reparations protocol, 


1 providing for the execution of the Dawes plan, was formally 


• s'gned at the British foreign office at 8:30 this evening. 


Germany accepted tremendous obligations to pay off her 


staggering indemnity debt, but in return will receive a $200,- 
000,000 loan and probably subsequent loans to rehabilitate 
German business, commerce and finance.

Attics may be "attics or merely— 


attics, U all depends upon whose »t- 
tic it is. 


Marjorle Shanafelfs attic, for in- 


stance, la an attic in name only. In 
reality it is a bit of Greenwich Vil- 
lage, or of the artist colony in Paris, 
or of any other particularly unique 
an*] attractive place. 


And she did It all herself. 
The attic before the transformation 


•naa, doubtless, like other attics. It 
tra3 a rugged looking affair with 
beams projectine out all around like 
BO many stubborn chins, and very 
lilcelv, it too, sheltered all oCXhe fam- 
ily caat-offs. 
But now It does more i

But ht-re is the real story of the 


attic. 


Marjorle Shanafelt, the Marjorle 


Shfinafelt of dancing dolt fame being 
equally as practical as she la ingen- 
ious and as ingenious as she is prac- 


" tlcal, went up In her attic and looked 


things over. 
And had It been any 


other than this young lady, she wouia 
have turned away with a hopeless 
nigh, but not Miss Shanafelt. 


Instead she looked things over xrlth 


an'optimistic eye and thought there 
•were splendid possibilities In the oU 
attU- 


True, the ceiling -would have to he 


dortored up a bit. 
The old« beams 
peering down weren't so bad, they 
added 
atmosphere, 
but the 
wide 


boards between them were unpar- 
donable 
They had to be 
camou- 


flaged those boards. In order to lend 
an artistic influence to tha place And 
then there was the floor—not so good. 
Miss Shanafelt let her eyes wander 
about a little, and then decided what 
should be done. 
?ho first Idea that came to her was 


beaver board. 
Beaver board would 


cover up the wide boards and beavor 
board could be painted and decorated 
to her heart's content. 


But—beaver

much money, so Miss Shanafelt dis- 
covered, 
and besides 
that, beaver 


board 
would take up entirely too 


much room. The material would hav 
to be tacked to the rafters instead 
of being placed In between them. So 
the next idea which was less expen- 
sive and also more practical, was 
rubber roofing. 
It doesn't sound attractive, but the 


surprising thing about tho 
rubber 


roofing Is that it Is exceptionally good 
looking tacked In between the raft- 
ers and decorated to suit Miss Shan- 
afelfs esthetic sense. 


And the floors? 
Painted. 
And 
yellow at that. This may 


sound eccentric, but it doesn't look 
that way. 
And then-after all thi s ceiling anc 


floor embellishment, something hac 
to be don»"'for the side walla, am 
what do you think this young artia 
did? 


She made four foot sections o 
lattice, marie from lath, and lacked 
building paper on one side of each 
section, so that when they were fast- 
ened to the wall, lattice side out, the 
effect waa very charming. 


On the east side of the attic, on 


ot the four foot ejections shelters i 
email store room where the sewing 
machine la kept when not in actua 
use, and where there may be a trunl 
Mid a traveling bag or tvo. 


These four foot sections are remov 
•bl*, BO thet if anything Is need*) 
from the little fctore room, just a slm 
pie little t\\lat brings out the lattice.

spontaneity. The audience applauded because Mr. Cool- 
idge is president, and the chief executive is always given 
a greeting. But there was nothing personal in it. Then 
the surprising Mr. Hughes did the most amazlnc aet 
of his entire illustrious and dignified career. Jumping 
from his chair on the platform, he advanced to the front 
and called for three cheers for Coolidge in typical col- 
lege style. The audience should have 
been given a 


warning. For several seconds it gaped in sheer amaze- 
ment. Then it overcame its surprise and joined in lus- 
tily. Mr. Hu»hes had bridged the gap. Today Washing- 
ton is still talking in whispers about 
the change that 


has come in the secretary of state. 


Mr. Hughes might have been president had he re- 


mained at 'home in 19H. He has no one to blame but 
himself for the loss of that election. When ho took to 
the stump, the cold, silent man made little impression 
with the crowds that went to hear him. Even the party 
workers experienced chills after they had come in con- 
tact with the candidate. 


Washington is agitatedly asking itself one question: 
"Is the Hughes smile permanent, or will It soon

CHEAP TRAVEL FOR HARVEST HANDS. 
It Is coming to be'recognlzed in tins country that 


the great labor migration which takes place annually 
from south to north during the wheat harvest season 
is an economic necessity and a permanent factor In the 
productive industry of the nation. 
As this conception 


of It grows, there is an increasing tendency to help the 
movement along by encouraging able-bodied men to take 
part in it. 


Not so very many years ago. the hordes of harvest 


workers who journeyed eacji summer 
from Oklahoma 


and KunsiiK northward through Nebraska to Minnesota j 
and the OaUotas, and thnnco over the Canadian border 
Into Mantol'ia and Saskatchewan, furnished most of the 
recruits and sinews of war for the I. AV. AV. Nearly all 
these men were accustomed to 
"heat their way" on 


freight trains, and it became tlie custom to travel in 
gangs, usually under the leadership o£ some organiser 
for that unsavory agency for spreading the doctrines of 
revolutionuly i- 
was likely to l»o thrown off the train, and. If he under- 
took to defend himself. ri*kcd his tlfo by doing so.

.A HAPPY SETTLEMENT. 


Reports from London Saturday indicated the suc- 


cessful termination of the negotiations to put the Dawes 
reparation plan Into effect. 


That is the most welcome news that has flashed 


across the cables since the eventful day of the armistice. 


It anticipates the long delayed stabilisation of Euro- 


iallsm. 
Ariy man will, refused to join 
*>*** conditions. It foretells a new day for Germany 
for France, for Belgium and for all of the nations, which 
have been so badly torn in the days following; the close 
ot the war. 


France gains recognition of her claims in the decis- 


ion to fix the date for final evacuation of the Ruhr as 
August 15, 1S2S. 
Technically that extends the period 


of occupancy for another year. But that decision, when 
finally ratified by all of tha countries -concerned, Is of 
fctlll greater Importance to France. Tt places a stamp 
of legality to an act which has been denounced by Ger- 
many and by prominent leaders in thr allied nations a 
a violation of the terms ot the Versailles treaty. 


On the other hand, the date of evacuation may be 


greatly speeded. 
Germany alone, has that within her 


power. The French troop? 
took over the industries, because France claimed that

T TNLIKE his distinguished brother, whose 
\J rise to fume and leadership was accom- 
plished in meteoric fashion thirty years ago, 
Governor Charles W. Bryan of Nebraska has 
clinibed the political ladder step by step.

explained,

lieves Eugene F. Powell of the de-. 
partment, who has become special 
custodian and "toadjutor" extraor- 
dinary to the spiked reptile. 
Mes- 


sages have poured in upon Mr. Powell 
on the life history of toads in gen- 
eral and this one in particular. From 
far-away California recently came a 
letter which purported to throw light 
upon the mystery. 
Telephone calls 


and personal conversations have con- 
tributed to Its solution. 


From these a probable answer has 


been found; a toad was brought from 
Texas as a family pet for the Clinton 
D. Leonard family at 2437 O street. 
Languishing on sedentary indoor lifn 
the toad was allowed the freedom of 
the yard—allowed it once too often, 
for one morning found the garden 
there as usual but no toad. 
Shortly 


after this Mrs. J. S. Mendenhall of 127 
South 25th street discovered in her 
garden 
an 
armored 
little 
animal 


lapping up flies. 
Now argues Mr. 


Powell, the hops of a toad are short 
and limited in number; therefore the 
Texas toad and the toad found by 
Mrs Mendenhall must be identical.

$2,000 First Appropriation. 


Eighteen years ago the park ap- 


propriation was $2,000 for supplies, 
purchases and salaries. 
Mr. Edin- 


borough says the board felt that sum 
should cover every possible need that 
could be found in "a park. The next 
year 
$5,000 was allowed, and 
the 


board was certain monumental tasks 
could be accomplished with so huge 
an appropriation- 
Mr. Edinboroughh appeared before 


the board, saying that he would make 
every dollar count and would get as 
large returns as posisble, but that It 
wasn't possible to achieve complete 
success In creating a park with even 
flve thousand dollars. There was a 
good deal of opposition to a park in 
those days. It was felt that In a city 
the size of Lincoln, a city of homes, 
that.no one need leave his own front 
yard for a park. 
From that humble beginning Mr. 


Edlnborough has seen Antelope, his 
first park labor, grow to 146 acres or 
more, a place of beatuy enjoyed by 
hundreds every Sunday and holiday. 
He has seen the sentiment change 
from opposition to a plea for more 
parks, 
and the appropriation grow 


from $2,000 to' JS2.000. 


Years Make a Park. 


He says, however, that even with a 


maximum appropriation the first year, 
the park could not have been so per- 
fect as it is now, for a park Is a pro- 
ject, of growth and development. It 
can not be planned and created—only 
years and experience and observation 
can make a park. 
Mr Edlnborough has seen his work 


grow. too. Antelope, which Is the work 
of his own mind, and much of his 
own hands, is the largest park. In 
addition, 
there is 
the 
-Van Dorn 
street park of fifteen acres, which he 
Is trying to develop. This Is difficult 
work, for the water company plant is 
there, and when new lines or addi- 
tions are needed. Mr. Edlnborough s 
grass and flowers suffer. At present

Is Practical Gardener. 


Mr. Edinborough is not a theoreti- 


cal landscape gardener, but a very 
practical one. Ho can do everything 
from spading the beds to raising or- 
chids, and he knows that his knowl- 
edge Is exact. He feels that It takes 
longer to draft a plan, which must he 
done to scale, than for him to set 
out stakes and It Is difficult to get 
foremen who understand plans.

foot or two off may not sound much, 
but it may ruin the contour of a 
block of ground—and if there are 
stakes there no block can be ruined. 


Mr. Edinborough's newest hope Is 


to establish a swamp garden, where 
flowers liking moist, marshy ground 
will grow.

borough has been park superinten- 
dent of Lincoln, each year making the 
parks a little lovelier, a little more 
complete, but that Is but part of his 
exporlcnce.

KO many landscape architects have 
learned before him. 
According to Mr. Edlnborough, he 


was fortunate enough to be present 
at development of some of fine Eng- 
ish rHtatoR.

Leaving England. Mr. Edlnborough
